Probable failure of the project- 
ed five-year building program to meet 
the approval of the state highway 
board was injected Wednesday to com- 
plicate the already uncertain future 
of road building in Georgia. 

A definite report became known 
during the day that neither W. C. 
Vereen or J. R. Phillips, associate 
members of the board, had endorsed 
the program. Mr. Vereen, it was 
said, favours a one-year program, while 
Mr. Phillips believes that each project 
should be considered as it comes up 
_ contracts let as they become fea- 
sible. 

The five-year building program was 
proposed by Colonel Tate the latter 
part of last year with the intention 
of giving the state a rational and sys- 
tematic network of roads. Maps were 
prepared showing the highway which 
would be constructed in each of the 
included years, and were submitted 
to the board in January, after Mr. 
Vereen took office. 

The plan was advocated by Colonel 
Tate on the premise that it would 
enable the department to take the 
public completely into its confidence, 
and by showing each section of the 
state definitely when they could ex- 
pect. the conStruction of roads in their 
neighborhood, eliminate much of the 
contention revolving about the con- 
struction of highways. 

It was also said that the plan would 
greatly relieve the members of the 
board in the constant appearance of 
delegations before them. 

Colonel Tate stated at the time the 
plan was submitted to the board that 
it would mean the more rapid con- 
orem of a complete highway sys- 
em.

SURVIVES INTIAL 
TEST NCHAMBER 


Victory Assures Resump- 
tion of London Naval 
Sessions Interrupted by 
Earlier Defeat. 


PARIS, March 58.—(#)—Andre 
dieu’s second cabinet ran_ the 
gauntlet of the chamber of deputies 
today and, although roundly thumped 
by the parties of the left, it emerged 
with a favorable majority of 53. The 
rectified ballot was announced a& 316 
to 263. 

The winning margin of confidence 
was almost twice as great as polit- 
ical forecasters had been ready to 
grant the cabinet in adyance of the 
voting. Most of them agreed that a 
margin of 30 votes would be a sign 
of strength for Tardieu and as the 
bitter debate on the ministerial dec- 
laration of policy progressed, some of 
the prognosticators began to believe 
the cabinet would be lucky to win at 
all. 

As a consequence the government 
will go back to the London naval con- 
ference and will face the chamber on 
the question of ratifying the Young 
plan, revising taxes and passing & 
budget with enhanced prestige. 

Advices from London indicated 
that delegations of the other four 
powers represented at naval confer- 
ence without exception received with 
approval the word that the Tardieu 
government had been established in 
power since it means that the con- 
ference sessions, interrupted two 
weeks ago by the fall of the Tardieu 
ministry, may now continue. —

well-defined impression in authori- 
tative circles tonight that the pro- 
gram would be given some flexibility 
at London in order to relieve tension 
there and aid in the success of the 
five-power parley. 

The new delegation will start for 
London at noon tomorrow. It con- 
sists of Premier Tardieu, Aristide 
Briand, foreign minister; J. 
Dumesnil, minister of marine; Fran- 
eois de Fleuriau and Senator Gustave 
fe Kerguezec. Of these, Tardieu, 
Briand, Pietri and De Fleiriau were 
members of the original delegation. 

The naval conference has been pro- 
ceeding without the French officially 
represented, but its progress has neces- 
sarily been slow and the reappear- 
ance of thé French will be the signal 
for resuming the negotiations at full 
speed.

_ WASHINGTON, March 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The bill introduced in the 
house yesterday by Congressman

In discussing the Crisp bill before 
the committee, Mr. Lankford said: 

“I am whole-heartedly supporting 
the Crisp bill which does not provide 
for the reclamation legislation desired 
by me. However, I am hopeful of 
securing the passage of my bill to 
protect the swamp and cut-over lands 
of my district and the southeastern 
states. I feel that under the arrange- 
ment just made I can vigorously sup- 
port the Crisp bill and not jeopardize, 
but really advance the cause for which 
I am fighting.” 

The bill of Representative Crisp is 
the same bill as he introduced in the 
last congress and fur which he se- 
cured a favorable report, netwith- 
standing that President Coolidge and 
the budget board both opposed the 
measure. He reintroduced the bill 
yestérday at the urgent request of or- 
ganizations in the south that have 
urged such legislation and of members 
ut congress who are interested in it.

CAMPAIGN’ IN TWELFTH 


| Editor-Candidates Speaks at 


Alma and Gives Hearers 
His Views. 


ALMA, Ga., March 5.—Braswell 
Deen, candidate for congress in the 
twelfth district, made his opening 
speech of his campaign at the court- 
house here Tuesday night. Among 


other things, Mr. Deen advocates plac- 
ing alien inspectors in foreign ports 
to inspect aliens coming to America 
before they come instead of inspection 
in American ports, thus saving the 
expense of transportation of those un- 
desirable. He also expressed the be- 
lief that immigration should be placed 
on a percentage basis, admitting a cer- 
tain per cent of different classes of 
immigrants, according to United 
States percentage of occupations; pro- 
posed that the fifteenth amendment 
ot the constitution be amended in 
order to safeguard the purpose of the 
original constitution for posterity. 

Mr. Deen advocated * labeling 
of products by manufacturers to de- 
termine whether manufactured by 
American or foreign labor, but he 
opposed the construction and main- 
tenance by the government of a na- 
tional university at Washington, D. 
(', and suggested as a substitute for 
this plan a national equalization 
school fund to pe distributed through- 
out the states upon a_ population 
basis. He said he favored railroads 
paying de aurrage for delayed freight 
in transit, and also said he believed 
in equalization of World War vet, 
erans pay, stating that some were 
receiving not enough and some were 
receiving too much. 

Mr. Deen said he was in favor of 
the government expending the same 
amount for agriculture research as it 
spends for industrial research, etat- 
ing that agriculture research now re- 
ceives only one-tenth as much. He 
expressed himself as opposed to the 
government donating its foreign loans. 
He advocated construction by the 
government of a canal from St. Marys, 
Ga., to St. Marks, Fla., pointing out 
that this work will prove of inesti- 
mable value toward drainage of south 
Georgia and northern Florida and 
bettering of health conditions through- 
out the entire state. Mr. Deen said 
he .was in favor of making the 
Okeefenokee swamp a national re- 
serve for game and wild animal life, 
and advocated many other projects 
affecting district and section of Geor- 
gia.

ORGANIZE AT VALDOSTA 


VALDOSTA, Ga., March 5.—(?) 
Naming L. M. Autrey, of Valdosta, as 
president, the American Turpentine 
Farmers’ Association, a co-operative 
organization, today accepted its char- 
ter and formally organized under the 
Georgia co-operative marketing laws.

Officers of the association an- 
nounced at the meeting that they be- 
lieved congress would accept the 
amendment to the farm bill, reported 
favorably by the senate agricultural 
committee, permitting gum turpentine 
operators to come: within its pro- 
visions, 

Adherence of many leading oper- 
ators, controlling a large percentage 
of the gum turpentine production of 
the belt, was anyounced at the organi- 
zation meeting, 

Mry Autrey said he believed that 
within twelve months the organiza- 
tion will have the co-operation of 
three-fourths of the operators. The 
association intends to work for low- 
ered costs of production and increased 
production per crop, as well as for a 
more economical distribution of the 
product. 

By-laws adopted by the organization 
pledged operators not to work timber 
less than nine inches in diameter, a 
provision which leading operators 
stated would curtail overproduction.

rially conserve timber in the belt.

URGE COTTON GROWERS 
T0 STUDY UNT COSTS 


VALDOSTA, Ga., March 5.—J. G. 
Oliver, assistant director of agricul- 
tural extension work for the State 
College of Agriculture, is campaign- 
ing as much as possible in south 
Georgia on the eve of cotton plant- 
ing season, and is broadcasting im- 
portant information to prospective 
cotton growers, 

Director Oliver takes as the basis 
of his information the aecomplish- 
ments of the 484 five-acre cotton con- 
testants who sent completed records 
to the state college for their areas 
for 1929. With these contestants’ 
records as the basis, Mr- Oliver is 
stressing for the benefit of growers 
how the increased yield per acre af- 
fected the. unit cost and the net 
profit received. 

According to the records, those who 
made 800 pounds of lint per acre 
produced their cotton at a cost of 
6.9 cents per pound, while thoSe mak- 
ing 200 pounds and less had a cost 
per pound of 23 cents. 

“The federal farm board, or no 
other agency, could help the latter 
class make a profit on a commodity 
produced at such a high cost,” says 
Mr. Oliver. 

He also pointed out that the aver- 
age cotton yield in the state last year 
was about 174 pounds of lint per 
acre and therefore the average cotton 
farmer ‘ast year lost 9 cents r 
pound on the cotton he grew. “We 
must figure the unit costs on cotton 


production,” he said.

ALBANY, Ga., March 5.—An in- 
vestigation by members of the grand 
jury at the March term of superior 
court, which convenes here March 17, 
is expected to be made of the alleged 
visit of several white men to the home 
of Dr. J. W. Holley, negro president 


of the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college, in East Albany, Monday 
night, presumably to make an attack 
on the negro college head, * 


Sheriff Tarver stated Tuesday 
morning that Holley said he was 
awakened in his home about 8:30 
oclock last night by a man at the 
door who said that “Mr, Barrett 
Waters wanted to see him.” He told 
the man that he had already retired 
for the night and he would see Mr. 
Waters in the morning. He returned 
upstairs to his bed, but was awakened 
a few minutes later by heavy pound- 
ing again on his front door. Holley’s 
wife then went to ths front door and 
told the men that her husband was 
in bed and could not come out. Accord- 
ing to Holley, the men then began to 
curse both him and wife and 
threatened him with bodily harm 
should he venture on the outside. The 
men stayed only a few minutes on the 
porch and left in an automobile 
shortly afterward, Holley added. 

The atleged attempt to “get” Hol- 
ley is thought by the officers to be. 
the aftermath of a warrant taken ont 
here Monday morning by Holley, 
eharging one Allen Giles, negro, 
with being drunk and operating an 
automobile while intoxicated. Holley 
alleged in his warrant that early 
Monday morning Giles drove an au- 
tomobile through: the college campus 
grounds at a reckless rate of speed, 
thereby endangering the lives of stu- 
dents going to school. Giles is said 
to be Mr. Waters’ chauffeur, and 
Baker county officers were searching 
for him this morning, but at a late 
hour he had not been placed under 
arrest. 

Mr. Waters, aske@j for a statement, 
indicated his unwillingness to issue 
one or “to advertise a matter of no 
consequence by even noticing it.” No 
evidence that Mr. Waters was pres- 
ent last night has been bronght out, 
nor has the identity of the man who 
used Mr. Waters’ name been revealed.

THE CITY OF SYDNEY, founded in 1788, is the capital of the State of New South Wales and chief 
commercial and financial center of the Commonwealth of Australia. The government of the City 
is the Municipal Council of Sydney. The Metropolitan Area of which the City is the center, has a 
population of 1,127,000, including 47 other municipalities and one shire; it also includes the prin- 
cipal port of the Commonwealth which serves as an outlet for large agricultural and mineral pro- 
duction and has an annual overseas trade in excess of $500,000,000, or about 40% of the total for 


In the City proper, which includes the principal financial and commercial institutions and which 
has a resident population of over 100,000, the unimproved capital value of land subject to taxation, 
as valued by the Municipal Council, is $351,000,000, while the improved value is about $944,000,- 
000.* This compares with an unimproved value of $580,468,000 and an improved value of $1,589, 
584,000 for the rest of the Metropolitan Area. ae, 

In addition to the Council’s revenues from taxation it derives revenues from properties which it 
owns, notably from its Electricity Undertaking, which supplies current to the City and to 43 other 
municipalities comprising 771 square miles of the area and 977,000 of the population in the Metro- 
politan Area. This Undertaking has, for each of the past five years, yielded net earnings 
for interest which have more than covered interest on indebtedness incurred for its benefit. 
revenue producing properties are also owned by the City, 


FINANCES: On December 31, 1929 the net funded debt of the Municipal Council of Sydney was 
$96,500,000. The Electricity Undertaking and other revenue producing properties owned by the 
Council are valued at about $104,500,000. The Council also owns municipal buildings and other 
properties valued at $5,000,000.

Anti-‘Loan Shark’ Body 


Fi lays Atlanta City Clerk 


-Work Has Been Hamper- 


ed by “Carelessness” of 
Walter Taylor, Says 
Committee. 


Specific charges that the city clerk 
of Atlanta has been so “careless and 
indifferent” in complying.with ordi- 
nances requiring complete records and 
bonds for all “salary buyers” as to 
make it impossible to obtain accu- 
rate information regarding these con- 
cerns are contained in the report of 
the Legal Aid and Anti-Loan Shark 
committee of the Junior Chamber of 


ne made public here Wednes- 
lay. 


Listing the difficulties under which 
the “loan shark fight” has been car- 
ried on here is pointed out that the 
laws of Georgia and city ordinances 
require the city clerk to maintain rec- 
ords of addresses, ownership, stock- 
holders and other information regard- 
ing salary buyers, together with ade- 
quate bonds toe secure compliance with 
the various regulations. 

“We find that only a few compa- 
nies are complying with this law," 
the report states, “that a great many 
of them: are not bonded and_ suci 
bonds as have been tendered in a few 
instances are generally worthless and 
signed by irresponsible persons en- 
gaged themselves in the business of 
buying salaries.” 


Court Fight Planned. 


_ Relief from the “officia] inaction” 
is to be sought by asking the courts 
for a writ of mandamus “as personal 
appeals seem to have been fruitless,” 
the report sets out. “Until this con- 
dition is remedied, we cannot know 
just who it is that is backing both 
the legitimate and the _ illegitimate 
business of discounting wage accounts 


and the amount of capital invested,” 
it states. : 
The fight of the Atlanta Junior 
Chamber against the so-called “loan 
sharks” in Atlanta, said to be na- 
tional headquarters for all loan shark 
business, has been carried.on for the 
past five years and at the last na- 
tional junior chamber convention was 
responsible for the award to the At- 
lanta organization of the cup for the 
most outstanding civic service. 
During this five-year period, the 
report states, the local “loan shark 
business has been reduced from 100 


standing accounts reduced from 60,000 
in number to approximately 10,000, 
and the amount of loans outstanding 
from more than $1,000,000 to $300,- 
000, which amount, it is estimated, 
is now outstanding at 240 per cent 
a year. 

The commitee considers that it has 
been successful in practically elimi- 
nating the “endorser type” and now 
intends to direct its attention to the 
second class, the “‘salary buyer,’ who 
is not operating in a legal manner. 

500 Clients Represented. 

More than 500 clients are being rep- 
resented in nearly 370 cases by the 
office of Major J. R. L. Boyd, attor- 
ney for the committee and chairman 


mittee on this subject. R. J. Reyn- 
olds, Jr., is chairman of the local 
committee. 

In continuing their fight-for the 
coming year, it is planned to enlist 
the co-operation of the larger firms 
in the city whose employes have been 
victimized in the past and are still 
being “bled,” as well as the assistance 
of legitimate mall loan companies 
who have been thrown under a cloud 
by the operations of illegal concerns. 

As an example of one “loan shark” 
victim, Mr. Reynolds cited the in- 
stance of a negro railroad employe 
who in the course of 15 years had 
paid out nearly $3,000 in interest and 
renewals without being able to reduc 
his loans, totaling $85, by one penny.

“Not only is it unfair to lease- 
holders at the field to fail to furnish 
protection in this respect, but it 
places in jeopardy many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of equip- 
ment. It is dangerous to life as well 
as property. 

“I shall ask the committee to move 
to provide these facilities and fee] 
sure that every member of that body 
»will support the proposal-as far as is 
humanly possible.” 

Equipment Inexpensive. 

It was learned Wednesday night 

that fire-fighting equipment which 
would prevent the recurrence of Tues- 
day night's disastrous blaze could be 
secured by the city for a comparative- 
ly small sum of money. 
_Chief John Terrell, of the Atlanta 
fire department, stated that he be- 
lieved the city could buy the neces- 
sary tanks of chemicals for approxi- 
mately $400 or $500 and that these 
could be mounted on a small truck 
and kept constantly in readiness for 
any emergency which might arise. 
“Two sixty-gallon or 100-gallon tanks 
should prevent damaging fires at the 
airport, if those who stay at the field 
at night remain constantly on the 
alert and get the equipment to the 
blaze soon after it begins,” Chief Ter- 
rell. said. 

Lack of water makes the fire hazard 
but little greater, it was pointed out 
W ednesday, inasmuch as water js 
practically useless when used against 
oo, fires. The field is served 
only Dy one two-inch pipe, runni 
from College Park. iia ~— 

Rebuilding Planned. 

In the meantime, while workmen 
at the field were busy Wednesday 
clearing away the remains of 21 air- 
planes and the Blevins big hangar 
which were reduced to a blackened 
mass of wreckage by the fire of Tues- 
day night, plans were set afoot by Mr. 
Blevins and his associates to replace 
the hangar and equipment as quickly 
as possible. 

The fire Tuesday, considered to be 
the most disastrous in aviation history 
in this section of the country, proved 
to be a spectacular display of pyro- 
technics to hundreds of nearby resi- 
dents attracted to the flying field by 
the brilliant flares that lit the night 
sky. Due to the assemblage of high 
inflammable materials made up of the 
airplane structures themselves and the 
supplies of oil and gasoline the fire 
raged forth with a fury that could 
not be checked by efforts of any of 
the Candler field workers or the hun- 
dreds of spectators. 

The blaze was discovered by W. H. 
Scott. and J. W. Thompson, night 
watchman of the Southern Air Trans- 
port hangar, and Kermitt Alverson, 
mail dispatcher for Eastern Air Trans- 
port, whose early efforts to rescue 
some of the property had to be aban- 
doned due to the quick spread of the 
flames. 

Machinery was put in motion 
Wednesday for an investigation of the 


disastrous blaze by the United States 
Department of Commerce, bureau of 
aeronautics, and the city of Atlanta, 
operators of the municipal airport.
